moment may flash throughout the land the intelligence that, Germany In 
her own acts; has precipitated a state of war with the. United States, ,t is 
gratifying to tind that the entire nation mid all its various parties and 
races, stand unitedly behind President \Vils-on.

nature in which popular sentiment was so strongly in favor of the action 
taken by the president as in the present case.

President Wilson to appeal to all neutral nations to sever relations with 
Germany is calculated Jo have a far-reaching effect. 
It would isolate 


that country to an extent which would certainly hamper her activities in 
a great many -ways.

The action of the United States' authorities in moving to seize or 


safeguard the German warships interned here so that they might be. used 
in case of war is another matter of gra.ve import. 
What will be the 


next event bearing upon the situation nobody can tell. 
Germany has re- 


mained silent up to the present; but unless she modifies her program 
for ruthless submarine warfare, we can see no other outcome 
than 


war between her and the United States, but a war of her own making. 
She has been duly notified and warned that any overt art of hers by 
which an American ship or an American life will be lost, -will result m a 
declaration of war by the United States. 


War with Germany, we believe- would not he attended with any great 


danger to American shipping on this side the Atlantic, nor would the 
United States join the allies by sending men to aid them in the trenches. 
What the United States is determined to do is to enforce and defend the 
rights of neutrals on the high seas. 
Whatever may be necessary for 


that purpose will be done, regardless of the cost. 


The whole nation is aroused and the world stands amazed at the 


prospect of a still further spread of the most terrible -war that ever 
ravaged the earth. 
Yet the United States is not responsible for any 


act of aggression. 
Hers is merely the duty of defending the rights of 


neutrals and preventing the last remnant of law as applied to civilized 
warfare from being arbitrarily abrogated by Germany and swept irom 
the face of the earth. 


THE 
BREAK 
WITH 
GERMANY 


Nothing can be more gratifying to President Wilson and in fact to 


every patriotic; citizen than the unanimity of the sentiment in support of 
the action taken in severing relations with Germany. 


The president's speech to a joint session of congress in which he 


announced the action taken, was received with vociferous applause. 
It 


met the ready endorsement of the most prominent senators and congress- 
men at Washington, among the number being many of the most bitter 
critics of the president's action in the past. 


What Germany's attitude will be towards the. United States is yet 


to be determined. 
She has but herself to blame for the action taken by 


the American government. 
It would be utterly inconceivable that the 


United States at the order of Germany should meekly paint, such ships as 
she sent across the Atlantic in vertical stripes resembling the garb of 
convict prisoners or that she must get a permit from Germany for using 
the high seas for neutral commerce. 


President Wilson took the only course, of action consistent with the 


safety, the honor aud the dignity of this nation, and every patriotic 
American must be. ready to stand behind him in the defense of our 
national rights. 


PRESIDENT WILSON 


In some respects President Wilson is 


a very remarkable man in his mode of 
doing things. When he came out with 
his idealistic declaration in favor of 
universal peace, not his most intimate 
associates had the 
slightest 
inkling 


that he contemplated anything so mo- 
mentous. 
That pronunciamento sent a 


thrill throughout the world and it will 
resound adown the ages until perhaps 
at some happier era in the history of 
this blood sodden planet, its principles 
may be adopted and applied for the 
good of mankind. 


But on Friday, the second flay after 


the gauntlet of war had been thrown 
at his feet by Germany, the president 
went as usual to the golf links and, it 
is reported, played golf for two hours. 
The man who can do that under cir- 
cumstances of such national anxiety 
and peril is certainly to be envied for 
his equanimity. 


From the time the German note was 


received until Saturday morning the 
question of -what must be done to meet 
the crisis was one of the most moment- 
ous character, yet President Wilson 
met it without any appearance of be- 
ing overwhelmed with the gravity of 
the situation. 


He went before congress and after 


announcing the action taken he was 
greeted with as much 
applause, 
or 


even more, than when he, hart made 
his declaration for world peace. 


The senators and congressmen of all 


parties thundered their applause, and 
the president as calmly as if ho had 
delivered an academic, address to a 
class of studenls, withdrew. 


The Sun feels that there are a great 


many editors and politicians in this 
country who have misunderstood Pres-

Wilson 
and 
accordingly 
an- 


nounced that he did not possess the 
courage to defend the rights of the 
nation. They should now apologize for 
the mean things they have said nf 
him.

been landed at 
Penzancc, ,England. 


The Houbatonic was v:arned by the 
'U'rrnan submarine which sank her, ac- 
cording to Joseph G. Steppen.s. Amer- 
ican consul at Plymouth. Mr. Step- 
pens yesterday sent the following tel- 
egram to the Associated Press: 
"Total crew of 37 of 
Housatonic 


landed at Penzance Saturday. 
Vessel 


torpedoed 
by a German 
submarine 


12.30 Saturday. Warned. 
Crew towed 


90 minutes by submarine toward land." 


Mr. Steppens telegraphed yesterday 


to Robert P. Skinner, the American 
consul-general, that the 
Housatonio 


waB halted by a German 
submarine 


at noon and that, after being warned, 
the crew took to the boats. The Hous- 
atonic was then torpedoed and sunk 
and the submarine towed the boats to 
K point off the English coast. 


WASHINGTON,. Feb. 5—The possi- 


bility that the sinking of the American 
steamer Housatonic will become a se- 
rious factor in the crisis with Germany 
apparently was eliminated yesterday 
by evidence that the attacking subma- 
rine acted within international 
law. 


American 
Consul Steppens at 
Ply- 


mouth reported that warning was giv- 
en and provisions made for the safety 
of the crew. 


As the Housatonic was carrying con- 
traband, any controversy 
over 
her 


destruction is expected to present no 
more serious an issue than a claim for 


monetary damages. If the consul's re- 
port Is correct, the case apparently 
falls into the same category an that,of 
the American ship William P. b'rye. 
destroyed with a cargo of grain early 
in the war by H raider after her crew 
had been taken off. 


Consul siepppns' dispatch said: 
"American .steamer Housatonic, load- 


ed with a cargo of wheat for the Brit- 
ish government, torpedoed by German 
submarine 12.HO, Feb. ;!. Vessel warn- 
ed and total crew of K7 rescued by 
-submarine and towed for 90 minutes

j to British patrol boat, which subse- 
I quently landed crew at Penzance."

In some quarters the unusual pr.e- 


I cautions taken to insure a safe lanrl- 
I ing for the crew was taken to mean 
that international law and Germany's 
submarine pledges would be observed 
more scrupulously than ever in the 
case of the many vessels which were 
on the high seas at the time the new 
campaign of unrestricted warfare be- 
came effective. Feb. 1. 


In her note announcing the new cam- 


paign. Germany said immunity from 
the new measures of warfare would be 
extended to all ships which had left 
their home ports before the effective 
date. 
There also was a suggestion that 


this regard for the vessels already on 
their way to the war zone might pre- 
clude the possibility of any serious de- 
velopment affecting American inter- 
ests for a period of two weeks or more 
and might make it impossible to de- 
termine for that period just how effec- 
tive the German blockade would be. 


News that a warning had been given 


and that the crew, which included sev- 
eral Americans, had been saved, caused 
distinct relief here. 
First fragmentary 


reports of the attack had a sensational 
effect in some quarters and led to fear 
that the overt act which might mea 
hostilities actually had been commit 
ted. The White House, and state de 
partment. however, have declined t 
form any opinion on incomplete evi 
dence. and Consul Steppens' dispatcl 
was made public yesterday 
withou 


comment.

FRANCE, Keb. 4. via London. Feb. 5.—

armies today and even this came late 
in the afternoon. It will be another 
day before the full import of the news 
percolates through the vast army or- 
ganization and its effect is noted. 


President Wilson's action, it can he 


definitely stated, did not come as a 
surprise, but nevertheless there was a 
feeling of relief that the tension was 
ended and that America was morally, 
if not physically, ranged against Ger- 
many. Officers exchanging 
messages 


over the network of the 
army tele- 


phone system tonight all helped to 
spread the news, and comments of sat- 
isfaction 
were generally heard. 
The 


army believes that other neutrals will 
follow America's lead and that Ger- 
many will soon find herself literally 
opposed to the entire world outside of 
her allies. The British officers believe 
that the news of the breach witli the 
United States will have a deleterious 
effect on German morale and that ef- 
forts may be made by Berlin to pre- 
vent it reaching the 
lighting 
units. 


The opinion is held here

American action will necessarily hast- 
en the end of the war hut the difficul- 
ties facing America in the event of her

for ruthless submarine warfare, we can see no other outcome 
than 


war between her and the. United States, but a war of her own making. 
She has been duly notified and warned thai- any overt act of liers by 
which an American ship or an American life will be lost, will result m a 
declaration of war by the United States. 


War with Germany, we believe, would not he attended with any great 


danger to American shipping on (his side 
the. Atlantic, nor would the. 


United States join the allies by sending men to aid them in the trenches. 
What the United States is determined to do is to enforce nnd defend the 
rights of neutrals on the high seas. 
Whatever may be necessary for 


that purpose will he done, regardless of the cosl. 


The whole nation is aroused and the world stands amazed at the 


prospect of a still further spread of the most terrible war that ever 
ravaged, the earth. 
Yet the United Stales is not responsible for any 


act of aggression. 
Hers is merely the. duty of defending the rights of 


neutrals and preventing the last remnant of law as applied to civilized 
warfare from being arbitrarily abrogated by Germany and swept from 
the face of the earth.
